The assignee of the entire right, title, and interest in and to the above-referenced patent 
application is Intel Corporation ("assignee") having a place of business at 2200 Mission College 
Blvd, Santa Clara, California 95054. 

The terminal part of any patent granted on the above-referenced application number 
10/625,945 that would extend beyond the expiration of the full statutory term of any patent granted 
on application number 10/625,944, entitled RECEIVERS FOR CYCLE ENCODED SIGNALS, 
filed on July 23, 2003, is hereby disclaimed, and it is agreed that a patent so granted on the above- 
identified application shall be enforceable only for and during such period that the legal title to any 
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patent granted on application number 10/625,945 shall be the same as the legal title to said patent 
granted on application number 10/625,944, this agreement to run with said patent granted on the 
above-identified application and to be binding upon the grantor, its successors, or assigns.
